In less than a half-century, Mr. 
McMillan had advanced from a 
grocery counter in a Texas town to 
the directorate of the largest finan- 
cial institution in-St.-Louis and the 
Southwest. He had been in St. 
Louis 30 years and for this entire 
time was an officer of the Union 
Trust Co, and its corporate suc- 
cessors. , 

His death came on the day when 
he had plarned to leave the sani- 
tarium and return to St. Louis, ac- 
companied by Mrs. McMillan. She 
is now returning with his body. 

Started in Grocery Business. 

He was born in Coosa County, 
Alabama, but his business career 
began in Waxahachie, .Tex., near 
Dallas. He went into the grocery 
business in Waxahachie, in 1880, 
and in the following year he or- 
ganized the private bank of Pat- 
rick, McMillan & Co. in 1882 he 
founded the First National Bank 
of Waxahachie, and served as its 
cashier for five years. In 1887 he 
helped to organize the National 
Exchange Bank of Dallas and re- 
mained there for 10 years as cash- 
ier. It was in Dallas that he mar- 
ried Miss Mattie Caruth in 18909. 

Coming to St. Louis in 1897, Mr. 
McMillan became treasurer of the 
Union Trust Co., of which the late 
George A. Madill wags head, and 
which erected and had its banking 
quarters in one of the first mod- 
ern office buildings here, now the 
Central National Bank building, at 
Seventh and Olive streets, 

Consolidation of the Union and 
St. Louis Trust Cos. into the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co. took place 
in 1902, and Mr. McMillan was 
made vice president. In 1909 he 
became president of the company. 
After the Federal Reserve system 
was established, the St. Louis Un- 
ion Bank was organized in con- 
junction with the trust company. 
Mr. McMillan was president of the 
bank, and chairman of the board 
of the trust company, up to the 
merger of the associated institu- 
tions into the First National Bank. 
in 1919. 

The other depositories in the! 
merger were the Third National | 
Bank and the Mechanics-American | 
National. F. O. Watts, president | 
of the Third. became president of} 
the First National, and Mr. McMil- 
lan and the late Walker Hill, as 
heads of the other depositories, he- 
came executive managers. After 
Mr. Hill’s death. Mr. McMillan was 
chosen as chairman of the board. 
The latest report showed the First 
National as having resources of 
more than $158.000,000. and cap- 
ital and surplus of $17,255,890. 

Active During the War. 

In the war period, Mr. McMillan 
was chairman of the Bankers’ Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the St. Louis 
Liberty Loan organization. The 
St. Louis Union Trust Co., under 
his direction. bought $10,000,000 of 
Liberty bonds. Mr. McMillan was 
chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee of the St. Louis Chapter, Amer- 
ican Red Cross. He was vice chair- 
man for Missouri of the Y. M. C. 
A. War Council. For years he was 
an active supporter of the Civic 
League, which carried on various 
plans of. public {mprovement. 

Mr. McMillan was president of 
the Commercial Club, which held 
its dinner meetings at the St. Louis 
Club. He was head at various times 
of the St. Louis Bankers’ Club and 
of the Clearing House Association. 

He had extensive financial in- 
terests in Texas, being a director of 
the Marshall & East Texas Rail- 
road, chairman of the board of the 
Texas Electric Railway and a di- 
rector of the Dallas Securities Co. 
He was chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & Gary Railroad.

John J. Mitchell Jr., and an an- 
nuity of $12,000 to her husband. 

The remainder of the estate, ex- 
cept a few minor bequests of from 
$1000 to $5000 to servants, was 
left in trust for the benefit of the 
widow and daughter. 

Mr. Armour made no provisions 
for charity, he having been of the 
opinion that his philanthropies 
during his lifetime had been en- 
tirely adequate. The Salvation 
Army and Armour Institute of 
Technology both profited by 
gifts. 

No employes of Armour & Co., 
were mentioned in the will, which 
was characteristically brief. The 
document was made almost four 
years ago, just at the time Mr. Ar- 
mour was engaged in his struggle 
to keep the resources of the pack- 
ing house intact. Into that effort 
went large and rich holdings that 
had made Mr. Armour worth more 
than $200,000,000 in 1919. 

The will also provided a life an- 
nuity of $40,000 to Mr. Armour’s 
mother, whose death preceded his 
by a few weeks and of which he 
was not informed. That income 
will go to the widow and daugh- 
ter. 

Mrs. Armour and Mitchell were 
named executrix and executor of 
the will, which wes drawn Nov. 21, 
1925. 

The bequests to servants were 
made with the reservation of can- 
cellation had any of them left the 
family employ at the time of Ar- 
mour’s death.

NEW ORLEANS, Spt. 6. — The 
Norwegian steamship Christian 
Krohg, docking here late yesterday 
reported that it had sighted Paul 
R. Redfern and his airplane, Port 
of Brunswick. Aug. 26 when he 
was within 165 miles of the South 
American coast. 

Redfern circled about the ship 
for sometime, it reported, and 
dropped five notes, three of which 
sought directions. 

He last was seen, officers said, 
heading in the direction of the Ven- 
ezuelan mainland, 165 miles away. 
Between him and the mainland was 
a group of islands, but 100 miles 
from the point where he was sight- 
ed by the ship. 


Circled Over Ship. 

Officers expressed the opinion 
that Redfern had elther reached 
the mainland or had landed on 
one of the islands between the ship 
and the continent. 

The ship was proceeding from 
Port Au Spain, Trinidad to Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, when the plane was 
sighted. 

At the time the plane was 
sighted, the ship was in latitude 
13-7 north and longitude 60-37 
west. 

The plane descended to within 
hailing distance of the deck and 
circled back over the ship, drop- 
ring a note enclosed in a round 
pasteboard box. 

Sought Course to Land. 

The note read: “Please point 
ship toward nearest land.” 

Apparently he was not satisfied 
that the ship’s officers had un- 
derstood the note, they said. 

He dropped a'second note before 
his request could be complied with. 
A boat had been lowered and the 
first note recovered before the sec- 
ond landed in the water, and W. 
T. Notweet, fireman on the Chris- 
tian Krohg, leaped overboard and 
procured it. The second note read: 

“Point ship toward nearest land 
and wave one time for each 100 
miles distance.” 

A third note picked up by the 
boat was similar to the others and 
was signed, “Redfern. Thanks.” 

Heads West From Ship. 

The ship turned her bow to. 
ward the west, where 100 miles 
away lay the group of islands of 
which the Cayo Grande and EI 
Roque are the largest. These 
islands are 65 miles west of Ven- 
ezuela. 

In addition to waving a flag to 
indicate the distance to nearest 
land, the ship sounded two blasts 
on its whistle. The aviator circled 
about the ship several other times 
before turning his nose toward the 
west, officers said.

MRS. CORSON FAILS 
70 SWIM GhANNEL 


American Woman Forced to 
Give Up Second Attempt 
Four Miles From Goal.

DOVER, England, Sept. 6.—Mrs. 
Mille Gade Corson of New York 
was forced to abandon her attempt 
‘to swim the English Channel from 
the English- side when within four 
miles of Cape Gris-Nez, France to- 
day. 

Mrs. Corson left 
6:36 p. m., after being in it nine 
hours and 40 minutes. 

During the last hour of her 
swim, the sea became rough. This 
and the iciness of the waters 
brought about exhaustion. She re- 
turned to Dover tonight. 

She entered the water at South 
Foreland, east of this city, at 8:50 
a. m. (2:50 a. m. St. Louis time), 
and struck out for France. The 
sea was smooth, but there was a 
slight fog. 

Mrs. Corson, who :s trying for 
the Dover gold cup, was reported 
in good physical condition when 
she entered the water. 

It was 16 years ago today that 
Tom Burgess, now a well known 
trainer of Channel swimmers, 8tart- 
ed from the same spot and suc- 
ceeded in reaching the French 
coast. 

Mrs. Corson swam the first mile 
in 30 minutes. An incoming boat 
reported that at 1:40 o'clock this 
afternoon the American swimmer 
had covered about 7% miles. She 
was then being carried down the 
channel on the ebb.

LONDON, Sept. 6.—The recent 


@ecision of the Olympic Interna- 
tional Committee and the Interna- 
tional Football Federation in Paris, 
allowing players in association foot- 
ball on the continent to receive 
payment from their employers for 


time lost while playing in matches, 
is regarded by some British poor 


authorities as a blow to the h ric 
amateur status of the Olympic 
games. 

The action of the authorities in 
Paris, say British football authori- 
ties, may mean that once again 
Great Britain will not send an as- 
sociation team to the Olympics. 
The foot’ ll association here has 
always maintained that an amateur 
may not receive wages for the 
number of hours during which he 
is absent from employment. 

Fears are also expressed that the 
Olympic Committee will extend its 
pew resolution to other sports. 

F. J. Wall, secretary of the foot- 
ball association said: “In that case 
the games would become null and 
void so far as Great Britain ts con- 
cerned. The effect, if carried out, 
would be a revolution in sport—a 
breaking away from the old tradi- 
tions upon which British sport was 
founded. 

“Not only, of course, does it ap- 
ply to association football but to 
all other sports, Under the altered 
conditions the United Kingdom 
cannot, in my opinion, be repre- 
sented in any branch of sport in 
the games at Amsterdam next sum- 
mer. The International Olympic 
Committee has done something s0 
grave that every country must take 
cognizance of their position.”

Lockhart Wins 
Altoona Race 
Winner Averages 117.5 Miles 


an Hour in 200-Mile Auto 
Grind.

ALTOONA, Pa., Sept. 6.—Driving 
@ Superb race and leading practi- 
cally all the way, Frank Lockhart 
won the 200-mile championship 
automobile classic on the Altoona 
speedway yesterday. He piloted 
his car around the mile and a quar- 
ter wooden bowl at an averarce 
speed of 117.5 miles and hour, mak- 
ing the grind in 1 hour 42 minutes 
and 49.4 seconds. 

Several Accidents Recorded. 

The race wes marred Dy an acci- 
dent at the 150-mile mark, when 
Cliff Woodbury, Lockhart’s most 
persistent challenger, suffered sev- 
eral fractured ribs when his car 
ekidded into the dirt on a turn and 
crashed into the fence. 

Pete de Paolo, 1925 automobile 
racing champion, trailed Lockhart 
and Woodbury closely throughout 
the race and finished second after 
the latter crashed. Babe Stapp was 
third. 

The race was considered one of 
the most sensational ever staged on 
the Altoona track, Lockhart duel- 
ling with three challengers at vari- 
ous times. Until Woodbury’s mis- 
hap he never had a lead of more 
than 100 yards. Hardly had the 
dust of the first spill cleared away 
until De Paolo had a similar acci- 
dent, but he managed to control 
his mount and kept his position in 
the contest. 

Another mishap occurred fn the 
early stages of the race, when the 
ear piloted by Dr. William 8. Hat- 
tuc piled into the upper guard rail 
at the 60-mile stage. He escaped 
with only slight injuries. 

Other drivers who shared in the 
purse of $23,500, including acces- 
eory prizes, were: Tony Gullotta, 
fourth; Leon Duray, firth; Barl De- 
vore, sixth; Al Melcher, seventh: 
Dave Evans, eighth, and Fred Lock.

The National League winner 
will cqfoe through its flag race 
after a hard fight; and it will 
be all the more dangerous, there- 
fore.

The Pirate Punch. 
GAINST rather inferior pitch- 


ing the Yanks have built up 
an astonishing punch, headed by 
Ruth and Gehrig. with Combs, 
Meusel and Lazerri backing it up. 

The team average is .308 and 
the extra-base hitting astonish- 
ing. Wonderful press agent 
work keeps “Murderers’ Row” 
in the public eye. But don’t for- 
get the Pittsburg punch. The 
team batting average is precisely 
the same as that of Pew York, 
3208. The average or its five 
leading batters is somewhat bet- 
better than that of the Yankees, 
with P. Waner, Harris, Traynor, 
Barnhart and L. Waner hitting 
at an average rate of .351, while 
Gehrig, Ruth.

England Goes to the Dogs. 


NCE the terrible cry was 

“mad dog.” Today British 
sportsmen are complaining that 
England has gone “dog mad.” 
That’s because the new pastime 
of betting on the dogs has swept 
the British Isles like a conflagra- 
tion. 

Overnight, greyhound racing 
establishments hate sprung up, 
crowding the “sport of kings” on 
the defensive. In a letter to the 
writer, that eminent promoter of 
winter books on the Derby, Tom 
Kearney of St. Louis, now in 
London, says: 

“The dog-races here are held 
in a big open-air arena, builit 
something like Soldier’s Field, 
Chicago. It seats more than 60,- 
000 persons and operates, for dog 
racing. on Monday, Wednesday 
and Saturday nights. The night 
[ was there not a vacant place 
was to be seen. Even the lawn, 
which extends practically all the 
way around the 600-yard oval. 
was crowded. One thousand wild, 
yelling bookmakers had slates 
up. just like in the old days at 
Fair Grounds. 

“The admission to these tracks 
ranges from 60 cents to $2.50, 
and there is no free list whatever. 
The promoters must be rolling in 
money.”

Horse Gwners Yelp. 


REIGN newspapers contain 
many evidences of worriment 
on the part of horse owners. The 
greyhound promoters, however, 
continue extending their opera- 
tions and have established a cen- 
tral governing body with reputa- 
ble persons at the head of it, 
such as Lord Chesham, Lord 
Westmoreland and Captain Hum- 
phrey de Trafford. 

London, Manchester, Birming- 
ham, Liverpool, Edinburgh and 
all the major cities are now “dog- 
ging it” heavily. Fear that it will 
be overdone is evidenced in the 
move of the promoters to shut 
off the sport after Ocr. 15. “No 
winter racing” is the slogan. 

Because dog tracks are ac- 
cessible and cheaper, horse race 
promotion interests may well feel 


shaky. And the same applies in 
the lInited States to a less degree.

Soldicr in Paris to Be Removed.

PARIS, Sept. 6.—When the 
Legion parade passes 
through the Are de Triomphe, 
Sept. 19. in the great processional 
of the convention, the heavy ron 
chains which surround the Arch 
and the Tomb of the Unknown Sol- 
dier of France will be removed for 
the third time in history. 

The last occasion was at the 
march of the allied armies under 
Marshal Foch in the victory parade 
of 1918. The first time was when 
the Germans passed through the 
arch in 1870. The legion ranks will 
march straight through the arch. 
The huge chain barrier surrounds 
the arc in a circle. At night a 
£Zuard is placed across entrances.

Hoover Fixed Grain Prices. 

“Herbert Hoover was given au- 
thority merely to license the grain 
dealers, factors and certain other 
institutions,” said Senator Reed. 
“He was not given authority to 
fix the’ price of a single article. 
However, he employed the licens- 
ing power so as to arbitrarily fix 
prices. 

“He commanded the grain deal- 
ers to pay and to fix prices for 
wheat, running in the average al 
$2 a bushel. He told the grain 
dealer he would revoke his license 
if he paid more than this. This 
took from the farmers any oppor- 
tunity to sell his wheat in the do- 
mestic market, save at the prices 
fixed by Mr. Hoover. 

“It appears that the American 
farmer during the entire war was 
compelled to sell upon an arti- 
ficially low level, and at the same 
time he was obliged to buy every- 
thing he needed on a war market 
at high war prices.”

In his address Reed spoke at 
length on the prohibition§ situa- 
tion. In this connection he suid. 
“I am going to say some plain 
things to the religious people 
the audience.

Battle Creek, Mich.., San- 
itarium— Had Grieved 
Over Wife’s Tragic Death

BATTLE CREEK, Mich., Sept. 
6.—Wayne B. Wheeler, 57 years 


old, general counsel of the Anti-Sa- 
loon League of America, died yes- 
terday afternoon at a sanitarium 
here. 

At his bedside were a son, Rob- 
ert Wayne Wheeler, and Dr. How- 
ard Hyde Russell, founder of the 
League. 

Heart disease, following pro- 
longed treatment for kidney trou- 
‘ble was the cause of death. 

Wheeler was taken ill last 
Thursday with a kidney ailment 
from which he had been undergo- 
ing treatment for several years. He 
was removed from his summer 
home at Point Sable, Mich., to a 
hospital here and after an exam- 
ination rushed to the sanitarium 
where it was at first decided to 
perform an operation. 

Wheeler apparently responded 
rapidly to treatment, however, and 
showed so much improvement Sun- 
day that it was decided not to 
operate. 

A bulletin issued last Sunday 
night by his physician, Dr. Floyd 
E. Verity said the dry leader’s con- 
dition had improved to such an ex- 
tent that it was thought he would 
be out of danger within a few days. 

Suffers a Relapse. 

Yesterday, however, his condi- 
tion took a sudden turn for the 
worse and he sank rapidly, dying 
about 3:20 p. m. 

Wheeler had told his physicians 
that he felt much better and had 
asked permission to read in his 
bed. A nurse handed him a book 
and as he lifted it, fell forward, 
dying instantly. 

Grieved Over Wife’s Death. 

It was at their summer home at 
Little Point Sable, where on Aug. 
13 his wife was burned to death 
when her clothing caught fire from 
an oll stove and where her father, 
a witness of that tragedy. had 
dropped dead. 

The double tragedy at the Little 
Point Sable cottage was said by 
his friends to have weighed so 
heavily upon Wheeler as to have 
been a strong contributory cause of 
his death. 

‘‘He literally gave his life for the 
dry cause,” said Dr. Francis Scott 
McBride, general superintendent of 
the Anti-Saloon League when he 
learned at Westerville, O., of 
Wheeler’s death. 

“He was for prohibition because 
he knew it was right. He fought 
not for himself but for the cause 
in which he believed. Throughout 
his career Mr. Wheeler had a re- 
markable influence upon the move- 
ment against the liquor traffic.” 

Wet Leader Pays Tribute. 

Senator Edwards of New Jersey, 
who has vigorously fought the dry 
cause, said when he heard of 
Wheeler's death: 

“While we were poles apart on 
the question of the Eighteenth 
Amendment, I always admired him 
for his conviction and earnest en- 
deavor to dry up America. I love 
and respect a fighter whether he 
agrees with me or not, and Mr. 
Wheeler was an inveterate fighter.” 

Senator Borah of Idaho spoke of 
Wheeler as a “faithful, tireless and 
exceptionally able advocate of 4&4 
cause in which he sincerely  be- 
lieved.” 

Wheeler. who was born on his 
father’s farm near Brookfield, O., 
Nov. 10, 1869, once told reporters 
that he formed his first antagonism 
to liquor when a drunken farm 
hand jabbed a pitchfork into his 
leg. 

Dr. Russell obtained the services 
of Wheeler in Mav, 1893. upon the 
recommendation of several profes- 
sors at Oberlin College. He did 
not accept the offer to become an 
assistant to Dr. Russell until after 
much consideration. for he had 
never looked upon prohibition or 
temperance as his life work. Once 
aligned with the Anti-Saloon 
League, however, it was not png 
until he became one of its major 
officers. becoming superintendent 
of the Ohio league and finally gen- 
eral counsel. 

It was at Washington that 
Wheeler left the indelible stamp of 
his value to the dry cause. Every 
bit of legislation remotely affecting

WHEELER’S CAREER 
AS DRY CRUSADER 


By the Associated Press, 
The dynamic character of Wayne 


B. Wheeler for years cast its 
shadow over every one of the bit- 
ter fights that have waged around 
prohibition and its enforcement in 
the United States, because his name 
had come to mean prohibition in 
its every sense. 

Backed by the Anti-Saloon 
League and the vast religious or- 
ganizations supporting it, Mr. 
Wheeler fought long and stubborn- 
ly for the eighteenth amendment 
to the constitution, and the Vol- 
stead act to enforce it. and when 
that battle was won, he fought no 
less stubbornly against every effort 
to modify those enactments. 

In his battle for his cause, 
Wheeler depended to a considerable 
extent on the value of the printed 
word, and he came to be one of the 
most expert phrase-makers in pub- 
lic life. His statements bristled 
with epigrams, and early in his 
career he found that brevity was 
a great asset in getting his ideas 
before the public. Few of his state- 
ments issued to the press exceeded 
a typewritten page, and most of 
them were mace up of two or 
three pungent paragraphs. ? 

Controversies With Reed. 

Some of the most stirring times 
in. the Washington life of Mr. 
Wheeler came during the sixty- 
ninth Congress, when the Anti- 
Saloon League counsel engaged in 
hig famous exchanges with Sen- 
ator James A. Reed, of Missouri, 
Chairman of a Senate Campaign 
Funds Committee. This meeting of 
the Sénate committee was adver- 
tised far and wide as a clashing 
of the wits of two outstanding 
leaders who were diametrically op- 
posed as to the wisdom of one sec- 
tion of the laws of America, but the 
decision as to the victor, so far as 
outside appearances went, rested 
with the individual sentiment of 
those who undertook to render it. 

But this was only. one of the 
constant combats in which Mr. 
Wheeler engaged on Capitol Hill, 
He was a prolific witness before 
committees, and wherever he ap- 
peared, the wets were there gun- 
ning for him, Even with this 
every day running of the gaunt- 
let, the forces associated with him 
were uniformly successful in beat- 
ing back every threatened advance 
by the opponents of the dry laws. 
Was Called “Super-government.” 

Soon after enactment of the 
Volstead act someone coined the 
“Wheelerism” which was 
the floor of the 


asserted ttat tne 
ernment.” which cracked the lash 
on the backs of congress as well 
as the officiale of the adminis- 
tration. Some one else facetious- 
ly defined the word as a state of 
mind which put a senator or a4

AMERICAN LOANS 
AIDED RESTORATION 


General Improvement in 


Country’s Condition Re- 
ported by Hoover’s Aid 
After Survey. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—BEu- 
rope is entering into an era ef 
commercial “renaissance,” cehang- 
ing its business and economic 
structure from antiquated methods 
in use before the World War to 
new improved systems, Director 
Julius Klein of the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce said 
after a survey of conditions on 
that continent, As a result, with 
the exception of a few unfavor- 
able conditions, Dr, Klein declared 
Europe is showing convincing evi- 


dence of economic recovery. 


There is a tendency toward long- 
duration commercial agreements, 
he said, as a result of two inter- 
national business conferences in 
Europe this year which will tend 
to do away with the previous trade 
treaties valid for one year or less. 
Improvement of transportation fa- 
cilities by air, rail and ship power, 
exploitation of natural resources, 
stabilzation of currencies and re- 
ducton of unemployment were 
found by Dr. Klein to be features 
in the new European economic 
movement. 

Studying American Methods, 

Dr. Klein also reported European 
business observers have been study- 
ing American methods, especially 
being interested in the absence of 
barriers in this country’s inter- 
state commerce. “They have been 
fascinated by the picturesque de- 
tails of large scale manufacturing,” 
he added, “made possible by such 
an unimpeded domestic market.” 
However, he found the European 
business man “underestimated the 
value of stimulation of mass con- 
sumption” through improvements 
in wages, working conditions and 
buying power and endeavors for 
better distribution methods 

He declared “much has been 
said of late in continental circles 
regarding the possibility of customs 
unions and other ¢conomic group- 
ings into a ‘United States of Eu- 
rope,’ the inference being that 
there is need for massing of re- 
sources and particularly of markets 
somewhat comparable to the vast 
unhampered trade area within this 
country.” 

Change In Business Views, 

In his report to Secretary Hoo- 
ver, Dr. Kiein declared European 
countries generally had shaken off 
the “calamity complez” or mental 
hazard from a stronger business 
morale, and were rapidly becoming 
convinced the problem is “@ne of 
trade dislocation rather than down 
right destruction.” 

He also noted an almost com- 
plete absence of “any bitterness 
or hostility” toward the United 
States in European business circles, 
finding instead a “steadily increas- 
ing appreciation of the meed for 
mutual trans-Atlantic good will 
for the facilitation of capital ad- 
vances and the steady increase of 
merchandise movements, which 
have been growing regularly in 
both directions, 

As illustrations, he cite@ definite 
plans for expanding alr servicos 
not only on the continent, but ‘o 
the trade centers of Africa and 
the Far East, and for combination 
air, rail and ship facilities to Bouth 
America. Several “luxury trains” 
added to roiling stock, and an in« 
crease of 80.per cent in savings in 
Germany. That country also had 
brought her commercial ship ten- 
nage up almost to pre-war figures 
in terms of actual carrying power

Resents Criticism of C. E. Smith. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
S a member of the Committee of En- 


gineers who made the report on the 
St. Louis-East St. Louis Railroad Ter- 
minal situation, I feel that I must enter 
my protest against the present desire on 
the part of some of the interests in St. 
Louis to criticise and discredit Mr. C. E. 
Smith, Consulting Engineer of the City 
of St. Louis, on his stand and recom- 
mendations concerning the proposed 
south approach to the Municipal Bridge. 

The Committee of Engineers among 
other things, unanimously recommended 
a south approach to South St. Louis to be 
built to the Municipal Bridge. I under- 
stand that the citizens of St. Louis, to 
carry out this project, have voted a bond 
issue for this construction. Mr. C. E. 
Smith, I am also informed, as consulting 
engineer of the city, appeared before the 
Board of Aldermen and recommended 
this construction, which is in line with 
the conclusions and recommendations of 
the Committee of Engineers. 

Now, because Mr. Smith as an engineer 
is receiving or has received fees from the 
Alton & Southern Railroad as an occa- 
sional consultant engineer, and because 
the Alton & Southern Railroad will be 
able to use this south approach to con- 
nect with other switching’ lines in South 
St. Louis, he is being subjected to das- 
tardly and unjust criticisms because of 
his recommendations to the Loard of Al- 
dermen, and an _ intimation is being 
thrown out that he is a go-between of 
the Alton & Southern Railroad and is 
unprofessionally using his influence as 
consulting city engineer. 

To those of us who know a great many 
of the inside moves that have taken place 
in the negotiations for the exchange of 
the bridges, and the outstanding posi- 
tion that Mr. Smith has taken in the ne- 
gotiations between the Terminal Railroad 
Association and the City of St. Louis, we 
certainly resent the intimation of un- 
ethical and unprofessional conduct on the 
part of Mr. Smith, because he has not 
agreed with some of the powers that be 
in the City of St. Louis on what contract 
the city should enter into with the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association. 

The people of the East Side who are 
vitally interested in the exchange of these 
bridges and in the resulting construction 
of a great Union Depot in East St. Louis, 
are not presumptuous enough to enter 
into the discussion as to what the terms 
of the contract should be between the 
City of St. Louis and the Terminal Rail- 
road Association as to the exchange of 
these bridges. However, as a member 
of the Engineers’ Committee that labored 
over two years on this matter, I do not 
propose to sit idly by and permit an hon- 
orable man who has not only served his 
country well, but has served the best in- 
terests of St. Louis as he sees them, to 
be maligned and his reputation as an 
honorable man undermined, without en- 
tering my feeble protest.

It was the New York World which 
some months before predicted that Mr. Coolidge 
would seek for his holiday the center of the area of 
agricultural unrest, that turbulent territory which 
any man must placate if he is to become President in 
1928. The World even went so far as to point on the 
map to the exact spot where the wooing of the North- 
west could best be done. The ultimate choice of the 
President. proved to be but a few miles off. 

Nor did the conduct of the President upon his ar- 
rival belie the suspicion that he was busily mend- 
ing his fences for 1928. In the indefatigable way he 
has always campaigned, he caught trout for the pho- 
tographers, went conspicuously to the humblest 
church to listen to the sermons of a 21-year-old boy, 
posed endlessly in the incongruous costume of a cow- 
boy on his lean New England frame, interviewed po- 
liticos, received reports, had a speech for every com- 
mittee, delegation or group (and there were many of 
them), in fact bettered his Washington speaking rec- 
ord, and refused to do anything on any national issue 
pending developments. 

It seemed for a long time as though the hottest 
story that would come from the Black Hills was the 
dispute as to whether the President was acting in ac- 
cordance with the best traditions of Izaak Walton in 
using fat, milk-fed worms as bait for trout instead 
of the sportier fly. The Black Hills was Plymouth, 
Vt., where the President photographically pitched hay 
and carried a sap bucket, or Swampscott, where he 
entered upon his equally photographic fishing career, 
all over again, only in a different setting and with 
different sartorial fittings. 

Then the bombshell of Aug. 2, right in the midst 
of the most vigorous third-term controversy since 
Roosevelt jumped the corral fence in 1912, upsetting 
all political dope buckets and causing a rush of over- 
powering ambition in many a Republican chest.

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MR. BOPP’S RESPONSE TO CRITICISM. 


Coroner Bopp of St. Louis County conducted an in- 
quest Saturday in substantial compliance with the 
law. The jury was made up of residents of the town- 
ship in which the death occurred. The inquest was 
not held in that township, as Coroner Bopp’s predeces- 
sor construed the law to require. But neither was it 
held in Undertaker Bopp’s place of business, as has 
been the custom of Coroner Bopp; it was held in an- 
other undertaker’s establishment. Such is Coroner 
Bopp’s reaction to criticism. He could have avoided 
the criticism by complying with the law in the first 
place. But so long as he fills the dual role of Cor- 
oner and undertaker, with Coroner Bopp always ex- 
posed to the temptation of doing his best by Under- 
taker Bopp, he is bound to be under the surveillance 
of his competitors. It is an equivocal position. 
He could end it quickly by either resigning his office 
or retiring from the undertaking business. Perhaps 
criticism will eventually persuade him as to the pro- 
priety of such action. 
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Mussolini will not let the historian Ferrero leave 
Italy.

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MR. HUGHES’ AGE. 


That is an interesting item that comes from New 
York, to the effect that up-state Republicans are get- 
ting ready to boom Charles E. Hughes for the presi- 
dency. Mr. Hughes some time ago announced that 
he would not be a candidate, saying that he was “too 
old.” He is 65, and at the time of his inauguration, 
if elected, would be about a month short of 67. 
Nevertheless, an influential body of his friends is 
insistent that he allow the use of his name as a can- 
didate. The idea, obviously, is that the nominating 
convention may go into a deadlock between the lead- 
ing candidates, in which case Hughes would be in a 
fine position to carry off the prize. 

All of which opens up an engaging field of specula- 
tion. Is Hughes really too old for the presidency? 
John Adams was 61 when inaugurated, Andrew Jack- 
son was 61, William Henry Harrison 68, Zachary 
Taylor 64, James Buchanan 65. No President since 
Buchanan has been more than 56. 

The record proves nothing save that Mr. Hughes, 
in years, would be the second oldest of our Presi- 
dents. But only, we are inclined to think, in years. 
No one who has lately heard him make an argument 
in the Supreme Court can doubt the vigor of his 
intellect. His physique, too, is exceptional; he ap- 
pears as sound and strong as the average man of 50. 

We do not seek to boost Mr. Hughes for the presi- 
dency, but he ought not to be read out of the run- 
ning on the score of his age. To our way of think- 
ing, {t would be a contest of essentially young men 
if he and Senator Reed of Missouri, who is five 
months older, should get the nominations of their 
respective parties. 

And a good deal more would fly in the campaign 
breeze than Mr. Hughes’ whiskers!

WAYNE 8B. WHEELER. 


Wayne B. Wheeler is dead, and dry leaders are 
quite right, we believe, in their judgment that there 
can be no “real successor” to this man. :

It was a feat of practical 
politics that makes such a proverbial past master of 
the game as, say, Mark Hanna a prattling novice. For 
\those old bosses always had a party organization to 


work with, a body of sentiment ready to hand, and 
| substantial objectives at the end of election day. 


Wayne Wheeler had no party organization, no body 


Under 
his genius the Anti-Saloon League became our most 
powerful political organization. He enlisted the 
churches in the fight, enrolled a legion of preachers 
in the cause, lashed the politicians themselves into 


isubserviency, and perceiving in the mental upheaval 


of the World War the one great opportunity, seized 


it with irresistible force. 

And the glamorous, dashing warrior was every 
whit as competent in the prosaic role of watchman. 
Washington knows his guardianship of the House 
of Drouth. Never a bill was written, having to do 
with prohibition, that escaped him. He knew every 
law in the vast scroll of dry legislation, wrote or 
dictated many of them, beat off attacks, strengthened 
every dry sally that needed strengthening, spent him- 
self prodigally, and, fanatic though he was, was such 
a lusty, two-fisted battler that “even the ranks of Tus- 
cany could scarce forbear to cheer.” Senator Ed- 
wards of New Jersey has generously expressed the 
regards of the wets: “I love and respect a fighter, 
whether he agrees with me or not, and Dr. Wheeler 
was an inveterate fighter.’ 

The Post-Dispatch believes that Mr. Wheeler was a 
mistaken zealot, that his political philosophy, if it 
ever mature into full fruition, will be destructive of 
American democracy, that prohibition is a ghastly 
failure. But at the grave of Wayne B. Wheeler we 
join respectfully in the wish that he sleep well. 
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SHALL MERCURY BE CHAINED? 


No one who has been watching the progress of 
trans-oceanic flights could doubt that sooner or later 
—in this reforming and regulating republic—a 
movement would arise to reform and regulate the 
conduct of the flyers. That movement has come. 


Chester W. Cuthell of New York wants the Bar Asso- 
ciation to throw its influence into a crusade to pre- 
vent “stunt” flights, to forge a ball and chain on 
Mercury’s ankle, as it were. 

The disappearance of the Frenchmen, Nungesser 
and Coli, followed by the loss of the Hawaiian flyers 
and the probable death of the Princess Lowenstein- 
Wertheim are tragic sacrifices on the altar of ad- 
venturous progress. In no case have those essaying 
dangerous flights been coerced into taking them. On 
the contrary, they have taken the gamble of their 
own free will and eagerly, too. 

If Nungesser’s was a stunt flight, so was Lind- 
bergh’s. Is there any one who doubts that Lind- 
bergh’s flight has done more for aviation than any- 
thing that has happened since the Wright brothers 
took off in their first awkward contraption? If Mr. 
Cuthell had his way, Lindbergh would probably have 
been denied permission to cross the Atlantic by some 
Ninth Assistant Pooh Bah of the Department of Com- 
merce. 

If there had been a Cuthell in the Fifteenth Cen- 
tury, Ferdinand and Isabella, instead of pawning tne 
family jewels to help him, would have deported that 
wild adventurer, Christopher Columbus, to Genoa 
whence he came. And the resplendent Bess, far from 
bestowing the accolade on her gentlemen pirates, 
would have put them for safekeeping in the Tower 
of London. 

We all are affected by the deaths of those who set 
forth in a frail structure of wood and canvas across 
the ocean, but not all of us would throttle high ad- 
venture for timorous reasons. These.men and women 
who sail forth into the illimitable air are not gal- 
ley-slaves chained to the oar, but fine, free spirits 
who are writing the history of this age in letters 
splendid.

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A WISH FOR JESTER. 

Senator Borah, we read, is#ibout to be separated 
from Jester. To understand what that means, imag: 
ine the feelings of Col. Lindbergh if he were com- 
pelled to dissolve his famous partnership with the 
Spirit of St. Louis. Jester has been the com panion— 
the only companion—of the Senator on a thousand 
and one rides through the valleys and over the hills 
of Rock Creek Park. Grown old now, he is to be 
retired to a comfortable home and his place taken by 
a sprightlier mount. 

Other Senators have had their golf; Borah has had 
Jester. Fair weather or foul, you could find the two 
of them almost any morning on the winding bridle 
paths of the park. Borah says that Jester, as his 
confidant, has helped him to solve many a trouble 
some problem, and who can doubt it? 

Borah has ridden alone in the Senate. Sometimes 
it has taken courage to do that. Who can doubt that 
some measure of this courage has come from his com- 
munings in the park with himself and Jester? 

The story that Jester might unfold, could he re- 
veal the confidences he has received, would contain 
many chapters highly creditable to his partner. It 
would deal with the arms conference of 1921, which 
Borah, fighting at first almost single-handed, forced 
upon the Harding administration: with the gallant 
aid which he gave the movement to free the political 
prisoners; with his stand against the bullying policy 
of the Coolidge administration in respect to Mexico 
and Nicaragua.

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HOOVER AND PADEREWSKEL 
SILAS BENT in the September Scribner's. 
N the early nineties, when Herbert 
I Hoover was managing a laundry to pay 
his way through Leland Stanford, he and 
another undergraduate thought of a way 
to turn a pretty penny. Paderewski was 


on one of his early transcontinental tours. 


Why not arrange a concert in San Joe? 
The fee for the musician would be $2000; 
it required no special mathematical divina- 
tion to figure out at least $4000 worth of 
audience. 

This was the first large-scale business 
venture of the future Secretary of Com- 
merce, and from it he learned a good deal 
about business. He learned that Holy Week 
is a bad time for amusement enterprises in 
a devout community, and he learned that 
the pianist was not so well known on the 
coast as he was to become in later years. 
The boxoffice receipts totaled, as a fact, 
only $1600, and the youthful entrepreneurs 
could not scrape together enough to meet 
the deficit. There was nothing for it but 
to make a clean breast to the musician’s 
secretary. 
Paderewski resolved it, once it came to his 
ears, With magnanimity. He stipulated that 
the undergraduates should deduct from the 
gross receipts 20 per cent for themselves; 
that out of this they should pay their ex- 
penses and divide what was left; and he 
would take the balance as his fee in full. 
He left behind at the university at least 
two ardent admirers and friends. 

For a quarter of a century the score re- 
mained unpaid. Herbert “lark Hoover wan- 
dered through the mountains of New Mex- 
ico, inspected mines, appraised railroad 
properties and wrote metallurgic reports in 
Australia, Italy, India, Mexico and Russia. 
He helped a handful of other aliens defend 
beleaguered Tientsin during the Boxer up- 
rising. He became a citizen of the world, 
with headquarters in London and I dare 
say well nigh forgot his native Iowa. But 
there ts evidence he did not forget the debt 
he owed a certain celebrated pianist. <A 
wealthy man now, he thought it not the 
kind of debt that could be paid with money. 
Nor did an opportunity present itself to 
pay in other mintage until he had become 
Europe’s favorite miracle man. Then he 
fed some millions of hungry Poles, and 
squared his account with their Premier.

Meal times mean nothing to him, 
so far as the. taking of nourish- 
ment is concerned. Why should

It is amuring to ask one of these 
mothers whether she has ever tried 
to see what would happen if she 
were to hold out and refuse to give 
her youngster anything but the sort 
of diet she knows he ought to have. 
While she may not say so, she is 
convinced that the child would 
starve to death, were such a heart- 
less course pursued, 

It is refreshing, then, to be able 
to assure the troubled paient that 
particular manifestations of his 
child’s nervousness may be ter- 
minated whenever he really so de- 
sires, provided only that he will 
make some definite decisions at 
the outset and will thereafter ad- 
here firmly to them. 

First, certain articles of food are 
to be placed on the tabooed list. 
Chief among these are all forms of 
sweets, including sugar itself, jel- 
lies, jams, pies, cakes, honey, syrup, 


etc. Second, two additional meals 
are to be included in the day’r 
regimen, namely, a mid-morning 
luncheon and a mid-afternoon 
luncheon, each to consist, at first, 
of but a small glass of milk and 
2 sindwich or a few graham crack- 
ers. These are to be offered, »e 
it noted, not necessarily to be tak- 
en. Third, instead of being urged 
to eat, threatened if he doesn’t eat, 
bribed to eat, and cajoled into tast- 
ing this or that, he is te be allowed 
to eat or to go without eating, 
without as much as a word of re- 
proach or command from his eld- 
ers, 
E IS TO come in and sit down 
He the table fives times a day, 
but at the end of 20 minutes 
by the clock, in the case of the 
mid-morning and mid-afternoon 
lunches, or of 30 minutes in the 
case of the three main meals, he is 
to leave the table, whether he has 
eaten much, little, or nothing. This 
is to be done, not for one meal, 
but for every meal. A small por- 
tion, a teaspoonful, or at most a 
tablespoonful at first, of every ar- 
ticle suitable for him, is to be 
placed on his plate, but not the 
slightest effort to induce him to 
eat it should be made. 
“How long will it be before he 


begins to eat?’® the mother asks. 
This jt is impossible to prophesy, 
as it will vary with the determina- 
tion of the child, his knowledge of 
the perseverance of his parents, 
and the degree of appetite perver- 
sion that has been wrought by the 
course previously pursued. It may 
safely be stated, however, that the 
cure is usually well on the way long 
before the conclusion of the sec- 
ond day. What we do nor readily 
realize—and it is a principle that 
will solve many of the difficulties 
that beset mothers in the feeding 
of their children—is that appetite 
is not a gratuitous gift of the gods. 
On the contrary it is a very real, 
very valuable, very necessary quan- 
tity gauge, the purpose of which is 
to tell every individual just how 
much food he will take at any one 
time. If only the right sort of food 
is given, appetite may be trusted 
to toll the quantity needed, with a 
precision that no mother, however, 
careful and observing, can ever 
hope to equal. We are, then, tam- 
pering with one of the most val- 
uable aids we possess when we in- 
terfere between a child and his ap- 
petite and officiously assume that 
we are essential either to keep him 
from overeating or to see that he 
does not starve to death,
